Fields. He reminded them, that the Scotch had fucceeded by their 
unatiimity ; and he hoped that they alfo would be unanimous. He 
trufted that no one who had figned the petition would be alhamed or 
afraid to how himfelf in the caufe.

‘Jolin An Teuther, E {G3 was at Coach. maker's Hall on the 29th of 
May, at which time'the prifoner a€ted as Prefidewt, and told them, 
that on Friday next ne meant ta prefent the petition, but if there was 
one man lefs than 20,co9, he wauld not meet them, for without that 
number he thought it would not have confequence. He recommend- 
ed to them the example of the Seetch, who hy their firmnels had care 
ried their point. He recommended temperance and firmnefs, and con- 

. cluded with telling them, that he did not mean them to go into any 
danger that he would not {iwe, for he was ready to go to death or to 
thy gallows for the Proteftant caufe. He faw Lord George. Gordon 
leaning over a gallery in the, Moude-of Commons. He told them, that 
they had been caljed.a mob in the Houfe 3 that the peace officers had 

_ been called in to difperfe them, peaceable petitioners. “Prat no rea- 
fons had been given why they withéd them to be difperfed, but he be- 
lieved the pence opicers bath figned, the ’petition ;. that Home people had 
mehtioned.in the Houle Jomcthing;tylating to calling in the military, 
that he hoprd nobody would think of taking a ftcp of that kind, as it 
wou'd infallibly tend to make great divifion among his: Majefty’s fub- 
jects—sfor it was very improper to introduce the military into a'free 
country. He asain mentioned the unanimity of the Scotch and faid, 
that when his Mujefty heard: that his: fnbjects were flocking up for 
miles*rdund, would fend his Minitter te sepeal the 2&.

ted, that the noble Lord had levied war, by alle mbling multitudes tos 
gether, and ttriving by terror and outrage to compel Porliament to res 
peal an obnoxious law. The Attorney General inflating the cate, 
had endeavoured to roufe the pailions of the Jury, by dederiptions ex- 
aggerated, amd unfit. It was not proper, he faid, to make fuch an ate 


tempt; he muft fay it was not well done. He had called the nrattinide ” 
an army, and he had dealt in exprefions which implied much more’ 


than they avowed, of a nfilitary nature, and in terns in which he was 
eot founded by the evidence adduced, fixch as ‘* Miarehing in array, 
marthalled in columns, diftiplined, carrying Enfigns and Flags, 
Thefe expreflions were calculated to inprefs oF the minds of the Jury 
an idea that the whole wis condudted and undertaken‘ by a military bo- 
dy, whereas, by the plaineft evidence, it would be proved that thofe 
with, whom the prifoner was conneéted, Who went up to the Honfe 


with their petition, went up in a fober, quiet manner, unarmed; one 4) 


aocoutred, and entertained no hoftile intentions. 

He sow reviewed the evidence that had been brought in fupport off 
the profecution, beginning with that of Wiltiam Hay. ‘Ihe evidence 
of this witnefs was exceedingly fufpicious. He had aeknuwledgeg 
himfelf in feveral inftances to be in the wrong, particularly -with ges, 
fpeét to his having feen Lord George Gordon at Greenwoed's roomsy 
After fwearing politively that he had fen him there, he confelld te 
was in the wrong, and that he had not feen him. « He was a mat whe 
frequented public places, he could not tell for what reafon; bit, hel 
con{tantly went from place to place with the inquilitorial intentions of 
a Spy, and be made minutes ot what was done, He too, like the Ats 
torney General, was fond of ufing military terms. He had-arroyed, 
inftead of dreffing the people in their beft clothés, and had placed them. 

He had iaid, that Lord Sonam had 
declared, that the King, by affenting to the Quebec and to the late” 
aft, was brought into a fituation fimilar to that of James Il. after his 


abdication. This was a truly curious affertivn. Could the Jury: be- 


lieve for a moment that a man of fenfe could utter it? It'was a wan- 
ton affertion, uafupported, and which he trufted would be difbelieved; 
for the Jury would confider, that when men came fingly to poiats of 
fuch importance, a fufpicion {s to be inferred- ‘The ailertion alluded 
to was iaid to have been made in a public room, where hundreds were... 
prefent, aod where hundreds might bear, and yet not ong more wits 
nefs was brought 'to confirm the evidence. Mr Medcalfe’s evidence 
proved no material charge againft the prifoner. He had heard him 
fay, that he would go to the gallows for the caufe at the mecting, but 
he had not. heard the reaion for the affeation, which was owing to 
contrariety of opinion about the legality of more than certain nume- 
bers figning and preéenting a petition to the House of Commons, 
‘This doubt arefe from the flatute of Charles Il. limiting the number, 
and the queftion was, whether it was {till in force. Mr An ‘tether, ia 
the evidence which ke had given, was execedingly fuir and candid, 


He had heard Lord George recommend temperance to the peoplé, as -

In refpeét to the prote€tion which had been produced, to fhow that 
Lord George had an intereft with the multitude, the floty ‘of that cjrs 
cumftance would aftoniih the Jury.
